than^400 mM salt to the open reading frame of SEQ ID NO: 1 or 3; and 
b) encodes a polypeptide that: 

i) is expressed on activated T cells; and 

ii) specifically binds a polyclonal antibody generated against SEQ ID NO: 2 or 4. 
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
